When that time comes--and 
it does to many--there cannot 
help but be the question of a 
conflict of interest, Lf the per- 
son has contributed heavily to 
the Real Estate Commisston- 
er's campaign, and becomes a 
friend--it is the toughest thing 
in the world to make such a 
friend muster up to the standard 
normally set, Or if a broker 
never has contributed, then 
‘that's tough’’.

Thailand's Role Strategic 
Speaker Tells Rotary Club 


The story of Thailand, one 
of the most important Orien- 
tal nations in the world scheme 
of things, was described to 
the Upland Rotarians at their

The speaker was John Mc- 
Carthy of Pomona who served 
as Peace Corps director tn 
Thailand. 

Some of the statements made 
by McCarthy on Thailand fol- 
low: 

Thailand is 60 miles from 
North Vietnam and only 100 
miles from China, It is about 
the size of France with a popu- 
lation of $0 million. 

The country is hot and tro- 
pical and based ona rice econo- 


my. 

Bangkok is the only major 
city with a population of two 
million. 


Geographically the country 
sits in the middle of two- 
thirds of the world’s population, 
and it has one of the most stable 
governments in the subcon- 
tinent, 

Thalland also has one of the 
most staMle currencies in the 
world and has never been sub- 
jugated by another power for 
nearly 1,000 years, 

Buddhism is a great influ- 
ence and a stabiliring factor 
in the nation; unlike Vietnam 
where Buckdihism is causing con- 
sideraMle problems. 

Thailand is the only Oriental 
country out of the 47 in which 
the Peace Corps is operating. 
All Peace Corps units must 
first be invited by the respective 
power in Thailand, The govern- 
ment pays 15 per cent of the 
Peace Corps expenses,

Many local ex-servicemen 
have recently become eligible 
for liberal home loans guaran- 
teed by the Veterans Adminis~- 
tration under a new law whose 
terms have received relatively 
little attention, David ‘Doc’ Bnt- 
ler, president of the Ontario- 
Upland Board of Realtors, said 
recently. 

He was referring to the Gl 
bill which was signed into law) 
last month and which, among‘ 
other points, makes eligible 
VA home loan guaranty between 
3,500,000 and 4,000,000 post- 
Korean veterans. 


The new law provides that 
veterans with more than 180 
days of active military duty 
who were discharged from the 
service after January 31, 1955, 
have at least until Mar.3,1976, 
to complete a GI home loan, Mr. 
Butler said.

private lender up to $7,500 or 
60 per cent of the loan, which- 
ever is less, the board presi- 
dent continued. This means that 
a lending institution will re- 
ceive the government’s guar- 
anty which is intended to be in 
lieu of a down payment or to 
reduce the down payment which 
the lender normally requires, 
he explained. 

Loans are not limited to the 
purchase of homes but may be 
approved also for alterations, 
repairs, or improvements in 
homes already owned and oc- 
cupied, Mr. Butler said. 

THERE IS NO maximum on 
the amount of a guaranteed 
loan, Mr. Butler declared, and 
added that all loans made or 
guaranteed by VA will bear in- 
terest at 5-1/2 per cent. 

Although the new GI bill of- 
fers many of the benefits the 
previous bill made available 
to World War II and Korean ve- 
terans, there are some benefits 
which it does not include, the 
board president said. He said, 
for example, business loans 
are not authorized for indivi- 
duals who qualify under the 
new GI bill. 

VA direct home loans will 
be available only for the pur- 
chase of homes in areas where 
such loans have been author- 
ized, Mr. Butler stated, and 


commented that the maximum 
direct loan ceiling had been 
raised from $15,000 to $17,500. 

Veterans with the required 
length of service and who were 
discharged or released under 
conditions other than dishonor- 
able may apply for VA loans, 
he said. If released because 
of a service-connected disabil- 


ity, the service time may be 
less than the stipulated 180- 
plus days period, he added. 


AN INDIVIDUAL VETERAN 
can determine how long he has 
to take advantage of the bill 
by adding 10 years to the date 
of his discharge from active 
service , plus one year for 
each three-month period of 
that service , Mr. Butler ex- 
plained. He said there is a 
maximum eligibility date of 20 
years after discharge from the 
qualifying active service, and 
that veterans discharged be- 
cause of service-connected dis- 
abilities will have the maximum 
20-year entitlement. 


VA does not require a down 
payment, Mr. Butler said, but 
cautioned that lenders may ree 
quire them. 

Anyone seeking additional in-

Daylight SeenOn Budget 


A few rays of sunshine pop- 
ped up on the budget horizon 
recently. The two parties, 
whose deadlock has so far 
blocked any serious considera- 
tion of the hugh spending pro- 
gram for the next fiscal year, 
have at least resumed discus- 
sions of the budget bill, how- 
ever unfriendly they may be. 
If progress continues toward 
passage of the bill, it could 
be that adjournment well before 
the June primary would be pos- 
sible, with no need to go back 
into session after it. 

The Assembly Republican 
leader came up with a five- 
point plan for an “‘honest bud- 
get.’’ Administration spokes- 
men sneered at the plan as 
neither new nor honest, but in 
the next breath said that one 
feature is “splendid,” and pro- 
mised that a bill containing 
it would be promptly introduced. 

The plan calls for complete 


accrual of all state revenues. 
It would include both the per- 
sonal income tax and the bank 
and corporation franchise tax, 
neither of which is in the ad- 
ministration accrual proposal 
now before us. The suggestion 
that the franchise tax be ace 
crued was the element of the 
plan hailed by the administra- 
tion. About $25 million would 
be involved in the change. 

Accrual of the income tax 
was scornfully rejected by the 
opposing spokesmen, on the 
grounds that it does not meet 
the two major criteria for ac- 
crual-that the revenue involved 
be earned, and that it be mea- 
surable. About $178 million 
would be affected if this shift 
were adopted, 

A cut of $25 million in the 
$4.6 billion budget is next pro- 
posed by the Republican plan. 
No specific items were men- 
tioned as possible subjects for 


slashes, but it was made clear 
that reductions adding up to 
the total requested must be 
made if the budget bill is to 
get minority support, 

The next recommendation is 
for a $100 million reduction 
in the $295 million bond issue 
for new state construction which 
is scheduled to go on the Nov- 
ember ballot. The Republican 
leader said that this cut would 
put the state on a2 pay-as-we- 
go basis for new higher educa. 
tion building next year, and 
would save about $55 million 
in interest costs over the life 
of the bond issue. The admin- 
istration protested that 2 cut 
of this magnitude would be im- 
possible because it would strip 
the University and the state 
colleges of “a whole year’s 
construction money ,’’ but added 
that $15 or $20 million might 
conceivably be trimmed from 
the bond issue.

Supervisors Express Resentment 
At 1965 Report Of Ce.Grand Jury 


(CNS) The Board of Supervi- 
sors, stung and angry at the 
sharp criticism contained in the 
report of the 1965 County Grand 
Jury, yesterday issued a reply 
to the report indicating that 
many conclusions of the re- 
port were inaccurate, and sug- 
gesting six specific changes in 
the grand jury system. 

The reply contained in a 106 
page booklet titled, ‘The 
Record of San Bernardino C oun- 
ty,” emphasires the accom.

Liquor Store Robbers 


Caught After Chase 


Two Upland liquor store hold- 
up suspects were captured Wed- 
nesday night after a wild car 
chase and a crash interrupted 
by shotgun blasts at the pur- 
suing officers. 

The pair were identified as 
Charles L Parker, 21, and 
Allen G. Sutton, 20, both of 
San Bernardino, were booked in 
county jail. 

The two suspects were cap- 
tured in less than an hour 
after their car crashed into 
a curbing in Ontario and both 
attempted to flee on foot to 
avoid capture. 

Patrolman Roland Hazard of 
the Upland Police Department 
spotted a car racing away from 
the Upland Liquor Store at 182 
N. 2nd Ave, about 10:30 and 
started after the vehicle. 

The suspects earlier had en- 
tered the liquor store and at 
gun point had ordered T. H, 
Burroughs, owner into a rest- 
room where he was tied up. 
Then the pair looted the cash 
drawer and started their run 
for it down Campus Street with 
Hazard in pursuit at estimated 
speeds of about 80 miles per 
hour. When Hazard pulled within 
about five car lengths behind 
the get-away car, one of them 
leveled two shotgun blasts at 
the officers, but both missed. 

A few minutes later, the gune 
men’s car failed to make a 
curve, and Hazard noticed that 


they dashed in opposit direc. 
tions. 
Part of the stolen money, 


a shotgun and a revolver were 
found in the damaged car when 
other officers closed in on the 
scene. 

Sutton was taken into custody 
about 15 minutes later while 
walking in the 600 block of 
Harvard Place, He was unarmed 
and surrendered without a 
struggle. 

Parker was arrested about 1 
a.m. when investigators asked 
a cab company to assist in the 
probe and report any calls for 
a taxi in the area where the 
car was abandoned, 

The cab company called the 
police dispatcher and Upland 
and Ontario stopped the cab at 
Foothill and Mountain and ar- 
rested the suspect. 

Meanwhile, Burroughs had 
managed to release himself 
from the store’s restroom and 
had reported the armed rob- 
bery. 

The two men were booked 
for investigation of armed rob- 
bery, kidnapping and assault 
with intent to commit murder,
